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DETAILED ACTION

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saby 
et al. (US 4,907,675). Saby et al. disclose a ladder (figure 3) comprising a plurality of 
sections (14, 15), each section having two rails and a plurality of generally uniform steps 
placed between and connected at each end of the step to one of the rails (figure 3), 
causing the rails to be spaced apart by the width of the steps and means for connecting 
(1 8, 1 9) one section of the rail to another section at the ends of the rail (figure 3); 
wherein said rails are circular in cross-sections (figure 3) and rail means for connecting 
the sections together comprises a section of tubing (18, 19) that slides over one end of 
one rail in one section ad also slides over one rail in a second section (figure 3). 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed August 17 th , 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: It appears that 
drawings submitted 8/17/05 contain new matter and the attorney of record did not state 
in the preliminary amendment that no new matter had been entered. Therefor, the 
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amendments of 8/17/05 have not been entered and the original claims, drawings and 
specification of the 9/22/03 disclosure were examined
